A DEMAND FOR A CHANGE. 


The GAZCTTK has made a special effort lo 


ascertain the general sentiment in Bristol re- 
garding the proposed change in the rules 
which govern the Republican party in Bucks 
county, whereby it will be possible for every 
voter to participate in the nomination of 
county candidate's.

EDITOR GAZETTE:—It may interest you 


readers to learn something concerning thi 
most interesting place. 
Northfield is abou 


300 miles from Bristol. Leaving the Gram 
Central Station, New York, any day at noon 
one reaches this beautiful spot about 6 o'clool 
in the evening. The ride through the State 
of New York and Connecticut, or that part o 
both between Gotham and South Vernon, i 
attractive. 
The 'Jistancc from Vernon to 


Northfield, about three miles, is by road 
An excellent array of carriages and accom 
modating drivers meet one on the arrival 
the train. 


Arrived here, one's aesthetic nature finds 


abundant food. The whole environment is 
ideal. To a Scotchman this region of Fair 
Columbia ie specially attractive. The North 
field Valley U surrounded by an indescrib- 
ably fascinating framework of hills. Nor 
are these hills insignificant. 'Many of them 
rise to the dignity of mountains. 
The 


scenery is distinctively that of "The little 
land beyond the Tweed.'' 


The native of New England, who was 


rocked in this cradle, may well sing as Scott 
did of Scotland. 


"Oh, Caledonia, stern and wild, 
Meet nurse for a poetic child; 
Land of brown heath and shaggy wood, 
Land of the mountain and the flood, 
Land of my sires! what mortal hands 
Can e'er untie the filial band 
That knits me to thy rugged strand'" 
The Connecticut river, nestling serpent- 


ike at the base of u portion of the rising 
nils, gives a touch and finish to the picture 
which nature here presents that greatly 
charms the senses and holds spell-bound the 
pagination. 


Mr. D. L. Moody, whose home had been 
ere in infancy, has developed at Northfield 
i Summer Conference for Biblical Exposition, 
nd spiritual development. This is the six- 
eenth year of the conference for religious 
workers and those genetally who love a sum- 
mer retreat, where one is not tempted to 
eave his religion at home. 


The attendance this year is the largest in 
ie history of the conference. There are 
bout 2000 persons in regular attendance. 


An auullorium which comfortably seats 2600 


eople was elected about three years ago. 

Charles R. Otis, of Yonkers, was chair- 
man of the Building Committee,

G. H. C. Macgregor, pastor of a Pres- 
yterian Cliurch in the same city. The 
ormer was born in Wales, the latter in 
cotlaud. Mr. Macgregor is a son of the 
anse. 
His father it a Free Church (Pres- 


yterian) minister in Scotland. The gifted 
in stood in the front of his classes in col- 
ige and seminary. 
It is difficult to compare these men.

re both very able expounders of the Word 
" God and both slightly under forty years 
age. 
One cannot listen to them without feeling 
iat their whole dependence is on God. 
neir sermons are admitted by all to be very 
emarkable productions. Nor are they short. 
othing here is brief. 
Scarcely any speaker 


links of talking less than an hour. Mr. 
oody spoke this morning in the auditorium 
ir over two hours. 
Nor does any one seem 


think the length objectionable. The fact 
that everyone comes prepared to hear. 
There is something in that. If those who 


,) to church go prepared to hear the sermon 
iat is well prepared and full of thought will 
ever find its length an objectionable feature. 
he great theme of all the teaching here is 
ot "perfection" or "holiness," as we some- 
mes express it, but "The Higher Life." 
very appeal that is made to Christians is 
n appeal to live only by the power of God's 
"oly Spirit, the principle being "According 
to thy faith so shall it be unto thee." 


1 wish all of the Lord's dear children in 


Bristol could be here. I am sure they would 
come again. 
Of course, the "whole atmos- 


phere is religous. As one man expressed it 
to me: "This is as near Heaven as we can 
ever get on this side the grave." It really 
seems so. There is nothing here of a visible 
character to suggest worldliness. Everybody 
seems to be under the influence of holy 
things. The whole surrounding is one of 
restfulness and peace. 
Then everybody 


seems to be so happy. 
Surely the demon- 


stration is here that spiritual circumstances 
do tend to spiritual tastes. 
While a man's 


character is not formed by his circumstances 
it is largely confirmed thereby. 


At the close of the services in the auditor- 


ium the people move out so affected by the 
help intellectual and spiritual treat that has 
just been enjoyed that to oven speak in 
praise of the sermon would seem for the time 
being irreverent. One feels that meditation 
is the appropriate state of mind. Every 
day—morning, afternoon and evening—the 
services go on. There are two, sermons, the 
one right after the other, at the morning ser- 
vices. Yesterday your writer listened to s|x 
discourses. Of course, one cannot take all 
of that every day. 
But most of us here take 


all we can. The whole atmosphere here 
seems to compel one to go to meeting. When 
the time comes for service you desire to go. 
That is just how being here affects one. 
There are several persons from your region 
here. Dr. Julia H. Slack and Dr. Phelps 
are here; also, Mrs. W. H. Buckman. The 
Rev. Mr. Polk, of Eddington, and the Rev. 
Mr. Ptittison, of Langhorne, are also among 
Korthfield's distinguished visitors. 
The 


writer's son, Alexander, is here, too. I trust 
that next year Bristol's contingent will be 
larger. Drs. Slack and Phelps have been com- 
ing here for several years. Among the visitors 
are a very large number of ministers and 
pastors, the larger number, for some reason, 
being Presbyterian, it is said. At Northfield 
and Mount Hermon, three miles separated, 
are the seats of large seminaries for young 
men and young women in which several hun- 
dred of both sexes are being educated for 
useful vocations. 


The buildings are so beautiful in structure 


and geographical location and relation that 
the whole campus is quite a suggestion of 
Princeton University. Mr. Moody is cer- 
tainly a wonderful man. Just to think whet 
one man in a single lifetime can do when his 
whole ambition is to glorify God in doing 
what he -can for the benefit of his fellow 
men both temporally and spiritually. Mr. 
Moody's Christianity is a practical Christian- 
ity. 
A faith that is proved by its fruits. 


This is the kind of religion that makes its 


impress on the world. Mr. Moody has laid 
the foundation here of a work that shall in- 
crease in its power and influence after he 
has gone to his reward. It is most refresh- 
ing that here in the very centre of New Eng- 
land at the junction of Vermont, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts should be lo- 
cated an institution for physical, mental and 
spiritual character that is the practical out- 
come of the pulpit teachings of the old di- 
vines who made New England famous. 


Mr. Moody's institutions of learning, and 


Mr. Moody's annual conference for Christian 
workers at Northfield are built like the 
scriptures themselves "upon the foundation 
of the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ 
himself being the chief corner stone." No 
wonder that all have been successful.

may be 


said in (lie beginning that ovon before 
the present war was bognn German au- 
thorities conceded the superior strength 
of our navy. 
When, awhile ago, the 


question of increase in tho Gorman 
iiavy wun before the imperial legisla- 
ture, tho German naval authorities pro- 
pared a tublo of the comparative naval 
strength of the powers, including the 
United States. That table credits the 
United Htates with a tonnage of 118,000 
in battleships as against Germany'a 
110,000, a tonnage of 128,000 in cruis- 
ers as against Germany's 110,000 tons. 
This gives a total of warships in ton- 
nage for the United States of 286,000 
its agaiimt Germany's 230,000 tons. 


Since that timo there has been added 


to the navy of the United States a ton- 
nage of 128,848, making tho total for 
America 849,848 tons as against Ger- 
many's 220,000 tons of fighting ships. 


This does not include a vast tonnage 


of armed transports, colliers and sup- 
ply ships nor hospital ships which have 
gong into the service of this govern- 
ment. It does include, however, all 
merchant vessels and converted yachts. 


That the auxiliary fleet must be reck- 


oned hereafter when computing naval 
strength is an accepted fact. If you do 
not accept it, jnst remember Wain- 
wight's work with the Gloucester. 
With his converted yacht he not only 
disabled two torpedo boat destroyers, 
but actually tackled one of the Spanish 
•battleships. There are lots of Wain- 
•wrighta in our navy, too, and whatever 
the ar.o of their commands they will 
•use the guns they have, no matter how 
small, as long as they can keep afloat. 


When we reckon into the tonnage all 


the vessels of the revenue cutter and 
lighthouse service, many of which are 
BO well built and armed that they are 
•worthy of being considered as third or 
fourth class cruisers, we find that our 
gross tonnage exceeds that of Germany 
by something like 125,000 tons. 


When it comes to counting noses on 


the warships of both navies, we .find 
that wo are still ahead. Less than three 
months ago our fighting force on the 
sea, including petty officers, was only 
18,600 men. Today we have 25,000 en-

Annapolis academy and the school for 
apprentices at Newport. Those two 
schools would make the United States 
a naval power if she did not have a sin- 
gle man-of-war afloat. 


But the th-3oriets' insist that tho real 


strength of a nuvy must be estimated 
not by tbo tonnage or number und kind 
of men, but by the number of battle- 
ships. Wo may bold different opinions 
tbiin the theorists, but let us see. Of 
first class battleships, the alleged reul 
arbiters of the sea, both Germany and 
the United S-'tates have four each. The 
United Stot'is has five building and 
Germany three building. 


Two of the battleships building for 


this government will be added to the 
navy in a comparatively short time— 
probably in three months. They are the 
Kentucky and Kearsarge and will be 
the most powerful battleships in the 
world. Throe others of the same class 
•will soon follow them in commission, 
and contracts are ready to be awarded 
for three more of the same pattern. The 
now battles! dps of the German navy 
are powerful ships, but no better than 
ships like the Oregon, nor do they carry 
BO heavy guns. 


Then it must be remembered that be- 


sides our new battleships we will soon 
have two or three which we have bor- 
rowed from Spain. Just now they are 
somewhat the worse for wear, but Yan- 
kee machinists are as good at mending 
as Yankee gunners are at destroying, so 
that gives u-i a big advantage when it 
comes to counting battleships. 


Altogether the United States navy is 


more than a match for the kaiser's, and 
probably Vice Admiral Diedriohs, who 
is really a fine gentleman and an intel- 
ligent naval officer, had something of 
the sort in mind when he concluded to 
let Dewey have it all his own way at 
Manila.

Lieut. 3. H. Farker Writes of Their Deadly 


Krocution and Value — Repeated Ad- 
VRIICIW of tbe Spaniards Repulsed and 
the Enemy Pat to Flight. 
Lieutenant 3. H. Parker of the Thir- 


teenth United States infantry, who suc- 
ceeded in getting detached from his 
regiment and was placed in command 
of the four Gatling guns battery at the 
recent battle in front of Santiago,, writes 
a graphic description of the battle, un- 
der dato of July 3, to his wife, who is 
tho guest of her parents, Judge and 
Mrs. G. W. Burr, in Sedalia, Mo., from 
which tho following is taken: 
; 
" We went under fire.at 8 a. m. July 


1 from the enemy's artillery. Wo were 
posted in support of our own field artil- 
lery, which was knocked out in just.20 
minutes. A shell burst ton foot over my 
head in tho retreat and scattered frag- 
ments all about me, but did no haim 
Tho infantry pushed forward then about 
a mile beyond our position to tho edge 
of tho wood. There was a crock Bear 
tho edge of tho woods, and the enetoy 
wore pljsted on a range of hills 800 yards 
beyond, which, embraced the end of the 
defile in a semicircle. They were in- 
trenched in as strong a postiou as I ever 
saw. Wo rushed forward at a gallop, but 
were stopped near the edge of the wood. 
There we lay down and waited under 
firo for three hours. There were sharp 
shooters in 'the trees all around, and 
they went for us. 


"At lust the infantry got it so hot 


that General Shatter sent me an order 
to take a position and open up. I dashed 
beyond the creek at a gallop and unlim- 
bered under fire. I .estimated the dis- 
tance at COO yards on my left ancTSOO 
on my front, and saw that my pieces 
took tho sight. This took just 80 sec- 
onds. I stood near No. 1 to observe the 
firing, when just as I gave the order to 
open two of my men went over, one 
striking me as he fell. He never knew 
what hit him. Tbe other was hit twice

General Toral had an excellent reason 


(or being insistent about the arms of' 
his soldiers, ' His head may depend on 
the result. It is an unwritten port of 
the military code of Spain that a com- 
mander mvist not surrender his arms. 
The theory is that as long as he has his 
arms a Spanish general can fight and 
musti flght. It is defensible to evacuate 
an untenable position. A Spanish com- 
mander oan retreat or even-surrender if 
he obtains the condition of retaining 
his arms. Hut if he surrenders and gives 
np his armH he is liable to court martial 
and death. 


It is not widely known, but it is a 


fact, that the question of the retention

What will be the "action upon 
the recommendation cannot be predict- 
ed. It mny be that the president,-in the 
kindness of his heart, will permit Gen- 
eral Shatter to pick out some of the old 
and defective guns in the arsenal at 
Santiago, box them -up and send them 
back to Spain to humor that govern- 
ment and to save Toral from court mar- 
t.ial —St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

and finally gained the crest. Only 


a frazzle of my men remained with me. 
I seized stragglers and reorganized the 
battery, then went to the crest and reo- 
onnoitered. 
They were just making a 


desperate charge, but I gained a good 
view, and, going back, placed my guns 
so as to fusillade their charging line. 
Then we opened, and it was fine. They 
Btood it for about five minutes and then 
broke and ran. 
We gave-it to them as 


they ran. 
Then I sent a gun to Roose- 


velt, who was hard pressed. 
Sergeant 


Weigle took it in, and Roosevelt tells 
me it did good work. 


"Just at sunset they came on again. 


We went in again with the remaining 
three guns, with the same result as be- 
fore. 
The artillery had triad this posi- 


tion earlier in the day and had been 
knocked out. They caine up again the 
night of the 1st and occupied it again 
with sixteen 8 and 2 inch guns. I there- 
upon pulled out and went to Boosevelt 
with all my guns. He gave me the glad 
hand. 
We have lain back of him ever 


since, sheltered by a hill, in support. 
He has given me charge of his two 
Colt's automatic rapid fire guns, so I 
now have six guns. 


"Host heavily. Sully one-half ray 


men "are killed, wounded or missing. As 
I have no skulkers I know they rnnsl 
be knocked out somewhere.

or general of Porto Kioo under the Span- 
ish, has the appearance, like so many of 
his fellow countrymen, of being a mili- 
tary heavyweight. When dressed in his 
full uniform, with all his gold cord and 
decorations on, he looks very fierce and 
valiant. According to his record, he is a 
great soldier. He has crosses rad medals 
in abundance. We used to regard these 
trinkets with some awe, but of late we 
have come to understand that in order 
to win a victory of the Spanish brand a 
commanding officer is not required to bo 
bravo according to our standards. Many 
of the men whom Spam has decorated 
would have been court martialed had 
they belonged to the United States army. 


General Macias became governor gen- 


eral of Porto Rico last January, .suc- 
ceeding General Gonzalez Munoz, who

died shortly after reaching San Juan. 
General Maoias, as he is called by 
the Spanish, was born Nov. 8, 1845. 
He attended the College of Infantry, 
and then took part in the Santo Domingo 
campaign. Later he was sent to Cuba 
and fought there three years, gaining 
the title of colonel. He returned to the 
peninsula, but was again sent to Cuba 
with Martinez Oampos and won the 
title of brigadier general and the grand 
cross of military merit. He served some 
time in Africa and was then recalled 
and sent to Cartagena to reorganize the 
army there. On Nov. 8, 1898, hs was 
appointed captain general of the Cana- 
ries and remained there until sent to 
Porto Rico to take the place made va- 
cant by the death of Munoz. 


He is a man of some wealth, for 


Spaniards who get a chance to hold 
sway in such places as the Canaries or 
Porto Rico have many opportunities 
which they never fail to improve, no 
matter how short their term of office. 
It is quite probable that General Macias 
would have eventually returned to 
Spain a very rich man had not the war 
interrupted his career. 


Caterpillars.

stead of the usual punishment by a certain 
number of hours of fatigue duty—digging 
trenches, cleaning the company streets or 
eome other tiring but healthful and bene- 
ficial labor—Cooper was tortured in as 
merciless and inhuman a manner as might 
be Imagined. 


A "sawhoree" after the style of those 


used by carpenters had been specially con- 
structed as an instrument of torture. The 
legs of the horse were made nearly 1 feet 
long, and the cross bar was a 9 foot pole, 
slightly larger at ono end than the other, 
triangular in shape, with a sharp edge 
uppermost. 


At the time for his punishment Cooper 


was led to the horse and placed astride it. 
His bare feet were tied securely beneath, 
hanging clear of the ground. His hands 
were pinioned in front of him to the sharp 
edged pole. 


And there, bareheaded, under.the glar- 


ing sun of a fiercely hot day, young Cooper 
swayed in agony and excruciating pain 
for four long hours. 


It was a new sight for his comrades. It 


was a spectacle. 


It was much more degrading than 


trench digging. It was more ludicrous 
than street cleaning. 


The men crowded about to see the sight, 


and they laughed and jeered and taunted 
poor Cooper to their hearts' content. They 
seemed to find in his suffering and deg- 
radation something outlaudishly humor- 
ous. 


The torture and cruelty were working 


out just as was hoped for. 
The physical 


pain that the victim was undergoing was 
fully as unbearable as had been intended, 
while tho humiliation and mental suffer- 
ing were even greater. 
Cooper's "com- 


rades" were aiding the court martini's da- 
signs splendidly. 


Young Cooper bore the ordeal bravely. 


No martyr ever showed a better front. 
The sun burned down on his unprotected 
head, and the swordliko pole cut Into his 
flesh with unrelenting torment. 
The 


weight of his whdle body rested on that 
blade. There was no relief. Every vein in 
the poor fellow's face and neck seemed 
ready to burst. 


He would draw his legs up from time to 


time in useless endeavor to rest them. 
That was before they became numb. 
/ Ho would throw his weight forward on 
Ills hands and then draw back again to 
tho old position. It was hard to keep from 
crying out, the pain was so intense. 


After four hours of this torture they 


came to take him down, but he oould not 
stand and sank to the ground exhausted. 
They had to carry him to his tent. 


He had been sentenced to eight hours of 


the sawhorse torture, but on the following 
morning it was found that his physical 
condition would not allow the additional 
four hours' punishment. There was hu- 
manity enough left in the regiment to pre- 
vent the full sentence being carried out. 


This pleasant little torture they chose 


was at one time practiced In the English 
array of the old days. A contemporaneous 
critic described its torments, dwelling upon 
the painful arid even permanent injury it 
inflicted and adding that the inquisition 
itself oould not have devised a more excru- 
ciating punishment or a torture more hor- 
rible. 


Humane England soon got rid of the 


"wooden horse," us it was called, and since 
then It has be&i merely a relio of barba- 
rism until now a United States court mar- 
tial revives it as a fitting and just punish- 
ment for breach of discipline. 


A Visit to Arabl Puha....
